Franco-British forces in Flanders have pushed the 


tnerny out of positions gained in yesterday's smashing ef- 
fort to break through in the direction of Ypres. Fighting 
is continuing with the Allied troops on the offensive, ac- 
cording to dispatches from Wm. Phillip Simms this after- 
noon. Simms' cable was filed from the British headquar- 
^ers m France at 12:55 p. m. At that time the Allies had 
retaken all ground lost yesterday in Locre and Vorma- 
zeele and were gaining steadily. General Pershing re- 
ported an important local victory for the American forces 
in France. Taking the offensive the Americans captured 
.an entire German trench sector, inflicting heavy casual- 
lies and taking many prisoners. On the Soissons front 
have thrown reserves into action and the line is consider- 
ed invulnerable. This may mean that General Foch will 
test the German strength by means of heavy counter 
Mows similar to those being staged in Flanders. Between 
I-.ocre and Loos on the Flanders front the enemy made 
gains this morning but was almost immediately ejected.

Violent massed attacks against the Allied troops have car- 


ried the Germans across the Aisne to the west of the British sec- 
tor on the Aisne front, General Haig's official statement today 
declared. 


The British left has fallen back. On both the Aisne and the 


Flanders fronts the offensive has grown steadily over the entire 
4£?mile front. Between Soissons and Roims the Boche continues 
to attack furiously. Heaviest fighting on the southern front cen- 
tered at Berry-Au-Bac, where the British lines were bent slightly 
yescerday. 


"The Germans, aided by the arrival of new forces, have 


crossed the A'sne between Bailly and Berry-au-Bac," the French 
V'ur office statement declared. 


A Britis h raiding party brought back several prisoners and 


machine guns. General Haig warmly praised the 21st, 8th, 50th 
and 25th British divisions. The 21st with the French maintained 
their pp-'iions in the face of severe attacks. The others men- 
tij.'«ed were on the center and left and "in determined resistance 
ifflftintained their lines". 


The part the Americans are playing so far, if any, was not 


clear from the statement. It is believed they are hea\ ily brigad- 
ed with the French and British on the Flanders and Aisne fronts 
at points under fire. 


Washington, May 28.—General Pershing's casualty list to 


the War Department today contained 38 names divided as fol- 
jov.-s: 7 kilted in action, 1 death from wounds, 1 death from 
drowning, 5 from disease, 18 wounded severely and 6 missing in 
action. Among the killed in action was the name of Major 
llnoul Lutberry- 
Roy R. Carter of Punxsutawney was among 


the severely- wounded.

Franco-British forces in Flanders have pushed the 


tnerny out of positions gained in yesterday's smashing ef- 
fort to break through in the direction of Ypres. Fighting 
is continuing with the Allied troops on the offensive, ac- 
cording to dispatches from Wm. Phillip Simms this after- 
noon. Simms' cable was filed from the British headquar- 
^ers m France at 12:55 p. m. At that time the Allies had 
retaken all ground lost yesterday in Locre and Vorma- 
zeele and were gaining steadily. General Pershing re- 
ported an important local victory for the American forces 
in France. Taking the offensive the Americans captured 
.an entire German trench sector, inflicting heavy casual- 
lies and taking many prisoners. On the Soissons front 
have thrown reserves into action and the line is consider- 
ed invulnerable. This may mean that General Foch will 
test the German strength by means of heavy counter 
Mows similar to those being staged in Flanders. Between 
I-.ocre and Loos on the Flanders front the enemy made 
gains this morning but was almost immediately ejected.

Violent massed attacks against the Allied troops have car- 


ried the Germans across the Aisne to the west of the British sec- 
tor on the Aisne front, General Haig's official statement today 
declared. 


The British left has fallen back. On both the Aisne and the 


Flanders fronts the offensive has grown steadily over the entire 
4£?mile front. Between Soissons and Roims the Boche continues 
to attack furiously. Heaviest fighting on the southern front cen- 
tered at Berry-Au-Bac, where the British lines were bent slightly 
yescerday. 


"The Germans, aided by the arrival of new forces, have 


crossed the A'sne between Bailly and Berry-au-Bac," the French 
V'ur office statement declared. 


A Britis h raiding party brought back several prisoners and 


machine guns. General Haig warmly praised the 21st, 8th, 50th 
and 25th British divisions. The 21st with the French maintained 
their pp-'iions in the face of severe attacks. The others men- 
tij.'«ed were on the center and left and "in determined resistance 
ifflftintained their lines". 


The part the Americans are playing so far, if any, was not 


clear from the statement. It is believed they are hea\ ily brigad- 
ed with the French and British on the Flanders and Aisne fronts 
at points under fire. 


Washington, May 28.—General Pershing's casualty list to 


the War Department today contained 38 names divided as fol- 
jov.-s: 7 kilted in action, 1 death from wounds, 1 death from 
drowning, 5 from disease, 18 wounded severely and 6 missing in 
action. Among the killed in action was the name of Major 
llnoul Lutberry- 
Roy R. Carter of Punxsutawney was among 


the severely- wounded.
